HETWEEN THE TWO COUNTltlES 


Venezuela Almost Cut OH' From Ke- 


lutions With Leading Nations— 


Cause of the Trouble.

32.— The United 
asked to act us an 


intermediary in un international com- 
plication. This time tho trouble IB bo- 
tween Franco and Vonc/.ucla, resultinK 
in a complete termination of diplomatic 
relations between them. Tho French 
minister at Caracas recently was given 
his passports, whereupon Franco sent 
two war ehipb to take away her minister 
and all the legation archived. At the 
eauiu time Franco handed to the Vene- 
zuelan miniater at Paris his passports, 
nnd he summarily departed. 


The rtiijueat for -the mediation of tha 


United States is made by tho Venezue- 
lan government through its minister ut 
Washington, Senor Andradc. lie was 
instructed by tho Vcncr.ulan miniHter ol 
foreign affairs a short time aj-o to request 
that tho United States ambassador at 
Paris, Mr. Hustle i he asked to act as an 
intermediary in restoring friendly rela- 
tions between the two countries. Tho 
United States legation at (Jaracaa waa 
also notified of thu deaire of the Vene- 
zuelan government, and sent a recom- 
mendation to thu e tii to department that 
thu o I lice of intermediary be accopto'l. 
Department ollicinla will not discuss tho 
matter, nnd it cannot ho ascertained 
whether instructions have hesn sent to 
Ambassador Ens tie. 


Should this country undertake the re- 


conciliation it wilt mako two (]uestioni 
in which our ollinaienro inturmediarics 
with Knropean powers in ImhalE of 
Venezuela. Amhaasador Unyiird is ul 
ready on^iipod in ulTeutinK a solution of 
tho Uritish-Venexeula question. 


Tho trouble between Franco and Von- 


er.uehi originnted about four inontha ago. 
A number of ICuropeans rcaiding at 
Caracas, united in a confidential note to 
their respective Kovernmenta, in which 
they told of tho tax government and tho 
tendency of Venezuelan ollicinls to avoid 
the settlement of claims. 
Tho note was signed by the ministers 


of France, Germany, Spain and Itol- 
yium. 
The Italian mmis,ter did not 


aign it, hut sent it to his government 
for in for million. 
Ity mischance the 


"confidential" was omitted from the 
note nnd Italy published it with tho 
signatures of the four ministers in tho 
Italian j*reenliook. Venezuela was thus 
publicly pilloried. She at once nave 
thoir passports to the French, Spanish 
ami I'.elgiun mi nit) term, hut thu IJisrnum 
minister had left before this indignity 
could be offered to him. By this step 
Venezuela was almost cut off from rela- 
tions with the leading nations. Great 
Britain withdrew her ministers some 
time ngo, because of boundary troubles. 
It is with a view of overcoming this 


isolation that Venezuela asks tho kindly 
olllces of the United States.

AN "EXTRACTION TAX." 


A New Plan Mexico is About to 


Adopt for Raising Revenue. 


WASHINGTON, Muy 22.—Word renuliua 


Washington Unit Mexico ia about to 
adopt a new plun fur raieiug revenuo by 
taxing all silver and gold mines in which 
American capital is heavily interested. 
Financial Minister Ly man tour first sug- 
gested tho plan to the budget committee 
and thu latter accepts! it anil presented 
it to tho chamber of deputies as part of 
the federal revenues for the current 
year. The proposed tax is estimated 
m the budget to yield $2,275,000, which 
made it the third item ot importance in 
the Mexican revenues, being exceeded 
only by customs ami internal revenues 
or stamp tax. The new tax is to be 
called an "extraction tax." It is 2)4 
per cent on silver and \\}.& on gold,

A SCHOONER FIRED UPON.

Wells-l'argo Express Company, as well 
aa tho police, are searching for James 
McDonald, aliaa "Los Angolea." Tho 
police want him fur tho murder of De- 
tective Moore, and the express company 
for tho Cripple Creek stage robbery. 
The information has lately been ob- 
tained that "Los Angeles" waa one of 
the gang which held up tho Wells-Kargo 
wagon at Cripple Creek and carried 
away $1(1,003. On May Kith "Los An- 
geles" was seen in Han Francisco in a 
saloon on Koarnoy street, A city detec- 
tive recognized him as an ex-cmivict, 
but not aa the murderer of tho Denver 
detective. Chief Farrington has tele- 
graphed to tho San Francisco authori- 
ties, minesting them to mako every 
effort to apprehend tho much needed 


an. 
Three days after tho murder of Moore 


on March l!lst, "Lofl Angeles" walked 
nto a drugstore in Altaian and pur- 
:based some salvo and Bomo bandages. 
Atltho time ho had a bloody cloth 
wrapped around his neck, and Dr. Tev- 
enworth asked him how he waa hurt. 
Tie said that he had fallen down a shaft. 
The wound was really one inflicted by 
Detective Moore who shot "Los An- 
geles" after he ran. 


Two days after the bold robbery of tho 


express company the man disappeared 
from Altman, leaving the two men who 
are now suspected of being the high- 
waymen. From Cripple Creek McDon- 
ald was traced south to Arizona and 
from thence into California. His cap- 
ture now seems to ho but a matter of a 
few dayo. The reward on life head is 
very large.

E. F. Preston did most of the talking 
for the directors, while the governor waa 
spokesman for the state, and Mayor Su- 
tro had but little to say except to define 
his views, and he declared in emphatic 
terms that he was tho friend of tho com- 
peting road and tho friend of California. 
He was assured by Mr. Watt Unit the 
company did not object to nis amend- 
ments, and with this assurance given, 
hia honor declared himself in favor ol 
tho lease. There waa considerable lie- 
bate, and the lively Mite between tho 
governor and Messrs. Hnyward and 
t'restou added to the interest of the pro- 
ceedings. 


Tho directors bad three objections to 


offer, and tho commission gave way to 
them. They asked that the restraining 
wall chwat) bo eliminated ; that this time 
for building fifty miles of road out of 
San Francisco bo extended from five to 
ten years, and that tho clause "whether 
by operation of law or otherwise" ho 
stricken from the forfeiture provisions. 
After considerable discussion the har- 
bor commissioners consented to these 
changes, and (iuvernor Iludd made the 
following motion: "I move that tliis 
leaso bo the loauu adopted by tho state 
board of harbor commissioners; that 
its attorney bo instructed 10 draw proper 
resolutions toward the approval of the 
lease, and that the directors of tho San 
Francisco and San Joaquin Valley Knit- 
road Company bo requealed to enter 
into this loasu, execute it and transmit 
it to us, and we will thereupon execute 
it ourselves."
